Action line 


How was it possible for an election of- 


ficial to carry ballots outside the voting 
place and let some people vote in their cars 
during yesterday's general election? Is 
this legal? I saw it done at the Pet. 4-A 
polling spot. 


This is legal, and has been for years 


according to County Clerk Clyve Riddels. 


The law provides for the election judge 


and one election clerk to carry a ballot out 
to the car of any voter who is not able to 
come inside the polling place so that that 
person may vote. 


This accommodates the handicapped, 


crippled, aged, and sick who otherwise 
would not be able to vote in the election. 


Pollwatchers are allowed by law to 


accompany the election judge and clerk 
when such action is taken, Riddels said, 
although the poll watcher is not required to 
do so. 


Recently, I mailed a large envelope 


Inside the post office In the out of town 
drop. It was going to Dallas. It arrived 
there one week late. This envelope con- 
tained a very important report. Is there 
any explanation for this type of Inef- 
ficiency? 


Yes, as explained in this column before, 


what you describe is known to postal 
workers as a "short term loss." Such 
temporary losses of mail occur when a 
letter or envelope gets lodged in the bot- 
tom of a mail sack or bin when the sack or 
bin is emptied. 


If the letter does get stuck in the bag, it 


usually remains there until that sack is 
filled and emptied again, causing a short 
term delay in the delivery of the mail. 


Postal employes try and avoid such 


accidental delays, but they can't prevent 
them all when dealing with such large 
quantities of mail. 


Incidentally, 
lost mail is 
always 


delivered, no matter how long the letter 
has been lost. The writer who first asked 
your question last April had a letter which 
had been missing for eight years before it 
was finally delivered. 


I bought a car part at an auto store and 


then I took the part back. The store 
refunded the purchase price, but would not 
refund the tax of 30 cents. The girl said it 
was illegal to give back the tax money. 
When you take something back that you 
can't use, aren't they supposed to give all 
the money back? 


Yes they are, according to Bob Bullock's 


sales tax division in Austin. 


Here's how the law deals with the 


situation: If you return goods purchased, 
and the store refunds your money, then 
according to the law no retail sale has 
actually occurred. Since the sales tax 
taxes retail sales, there can be no tax 
charged if no sale takes place. 


Therefore, according to the state's tax 


paople, the store cannot keep the tax 
money. That's the same as levying a tax 
where no tax exists. You should have been 
refunded the 30 cents in tax. 


Incidentally, the tax people were very 


interested in what is happening to the 
money that isn't. refunded in such in- 
stances. Since the sale would not be 
reflected in the books, because it didn't 
actually occur (after you returned the 
goods), the state isn't getting your 30 
cents, either. 


As you may recall, Bullock has made 


quite a name for himself by shutting down 
businesses which charge sales tax to 
customers and then don't forward it, ac- 
cording to the law, to the state. 


I have been a CB operator for years now, 


but this new surge of amateur users is 
something else. I thought CB was for 
friendly talk and communications, but ail I 
hear these days is a lot of not very nice 
talk. Who is responsible for policing use of 
the CB airwaves? 


Two agencies have authority over 


citizen band radio — the Federal Com- 
munication Commission, which polices the 
airwaves and issues (and revokes) 
licenses for the radios, and the U.S. Justice 
Dept., which has responsibility for per- 
secuting the use of profane or obscene 
language over the air. 


Under the U.S. Criminal Code, persons 


using "obscene, indecent, or profane 
language by means of radio com- 
munication (when convicted) shall be 
fined not more than $10,000 or imprisoned 
not more than two years, or both." 


That's a stiff fine for a loose tongue, and 


the FCC has monitoring stations — per- 
manent and mobile — which are used to 
trace persons using the airwaves 
illegally. 


If you want to file a written complaint 


with the FCC regarding something you've 
heard on the air, send it to the FCC, 1100 
Commerce, Dallas, Texas. 


ACTION LINE FEEDBACK: The Texas 


Wage & Hour people say there is an in- 
stance where a business doesn't have to 
pay the federal minimum wage in Texas. 
If a retail business does less than $250,000 
in gross sales in a single year, the business 
is exempted 
from both the federal 


minimum wage and the federal overtime 
laws. 
The federal minimum wage people 


didn't mention this exemption when asked 
by Action Line if there were any exemp- 
tion to the law, a discrepancy the state 
man couldn't explain 


But, 
according to that office, 
the 


minimum wage that a business doing less 
than a quarter of a million dollars in sales 
in a year must pay its employes is $1.40 an 
hour, with no overtime provision. 


The wage and hour laws are to change 


January 1st, incidentally, but that 
provision won't change, he said. Some 
businesses with more than one location 
may have to start paying federal 
minimum wages if all locations together 
earn more than the minimum.

Tuesday proved themselves to 
be strong Democrats, electing 
all of the Democratic can- 
didates approved in the state 
and electing them with higher 
margins than the statewide 
totals. 


A 
complete, 
precinct-by- 


precinct breakdown, is on Pg. 
10-A. 


There was a strong voter 


turnout in Navarro, with at 
least 11,103 of the 17,164 eligible 
voters voting — 64.7 per cent. 
That percentage is not definite 
because Precinct 2-A (Rhoads- 
Optimist Center) did not report 
a total number of those who 
voted. However, the figures do 
include the 1,546 who voted in 
the presidential race in 2-A. 


All the preninets but one — 


No. 3-A (UCF) — had at least a 
50 per cent voter turnout, and in 
Chatfield 85.5 per cent of the 
eligible voters voted. 


THE ONLY place Navarro 


County disagreed with the rest 
of Texas was on the proposed 
Constitutional Amendment No. 
1 to issue additional water 
development bonds. Navarro 
okayed that measure by 177 
votes, but it was defeated 
statewide by 130,000 votes. 


There were no locally con- 


tested races on the ballot, 
although there was local in- 
terest in whether a write-in 
campaign for Don Nicholson 
would have any effect on the 
race for district judge against 
Buck Douglas, who defeated 
him in the Democratic primary. 
The 
write-in 
campaign 


developed about a week ago. 


Carter's 
biggest 
margins 


were 516-30 in 1 (Crockett 
School) and 398-19 in 2 (Eastside 
Community Center). 


WHILE 
Lloyd 
Bentsen 


retained his U.S. Senate seat 
over Alan Steelman 4-3 on a 
statewide 
basis, 
Navarro 


County voted for him on a 7-3 
basis. Steelman carried only 
one precinct — 1-A (Collins). 


While Democrat Jon Newton 


won the seat on the Texas 
Railroad Commission 2-1 on a 
statewide basis, Newton won in 
Navarro by a 7-2 margin. 


Navarro County also favored 


incumbent 
State Sen. Ron 


Glower for reelection by a 
bigger margin than Clower got 
throughput the district. Clower 
won 
over 
Republican 


challenger Don Lucky by 5-4 
throughout the district as a 
whole, but in Navarro he 
carried by about 3.5-1. 


OLIN TEAGUE was the most 


popular 
candidate 
on 
the 


Navarro ballot in contested 
races. Teague polled 8,117 votes 
here to retain his post in the 
U.S. Congress over Republican 
challenger Wes Mowery, 2,583 
and American Party challenger 
Harley Pinon, 17. That is a 3-1 
margin and bigger than the 2-1 
margin 
Teague 
received 


throughout the 6th District. 


5,162 take

of the Dawson dismissals. 


Through cross-examination of 


government witnesses and the 
testimony of Dawson Supt. W. 
L. Corley, Dawson showed that 
most, if not all, discussions and 
correspondences between the 
school district and HEW had 
concerned the compensation 
and reinstatement 
of eight 


teachers released by the district 
at the time of integration and 
not subsequently rehired. 


Dawson began his coun- 


terattack 
with 
government 


witness George Cole, the third 
equal opportunity specialist to 
testify for HEW. 


Cole, under the guidance of 


HEW attorney Ernest Haywood 
Jr., had testified that he had 
found proposals submitted by 
the school district inadequate 
because of an 
absence of 


specificity in the plans. 


COLE SAID HE turned down 
the Dawson proposal partly 
because it did not establish 
specific steps by which the 
school district would seek to 
improve its employment ration 
on black teachers. 


Cole said at this time that 


when 
notifying 
the 
school 


district of his intent to seek 
enforcement 
proceedings 


against Dawson he "inad- 
vertently omitted" mentioning 
the absence of the "objective, 
non-racial criteria" in the 
school's recruitment proposal. 


The letter of notification only 


mentioned the reinstatement 
and compensation aspect of the 
1964-65 dismissals and 
the 


disciplinary matter which had 
triggered 
the 
HEW 
in- 


vestigation 
of the 
Dawson 


school. 


Dawson cited the "omission" 


of the recruitment problem as 
evidence that this was not 
considered a problem by HEW 
until the court ruling in the 
Cleburne 
case 
seemingly 


nullified 
HEW's 
desire 
to 


demand 
compensation 
and 


reemployment 
of 
teachers 


dismissed 11 years ago. 


Dawson also got Cole to 


grudgingly agree that the letter 
to which the district was 
responding in the 
proposal 


which he rejected did not ask 
for any specific plan for im- 
proving black hiring. 


DAWSON 
REPEATEDLY 


quoted excerpts from alerter 
dated Nov. 19, 1975, which said 
that HEW was seeking a 
"statement of assurance" on 
various issues. 


He then went through the 


school district's responses to 
the individual issues, asking 
Cole if these replies were not 
statements of assurance. Cole 
said they were "in a literal 
sense." 


When Haywood attempted to 


build a case for the omission of 
the recruiting proposal, Dawson 
received a favorable ruling 
from Evans to stop any further 
attempts by the government to 
justify the inadequacy of the 
letter sent to school officials 
informing them of impending 
government action. 


The government tried to build 


its case for the inadequacy of 
Dawson's recruiting through its 
final witness. James McClure, 
who as associate branch chief 
was 
one 
of 
the 
HEW 


bureaucracy's top officials in 
the Dawson case. 


Presented 
by government 


attorney Joan Sessons, McClure 
testified 
how 
the 
Dawson 


district had agreed over the 
years to follow government 


guidelines 
including 
non- 


discriminatory 
hiring 
prac- 


tices. McClure then identified 
various government pamphlets 
with non-discriminatory hiring 
stipulations and described how 
this information was available 
to school districts generally and 
the Dawson district in par- 
ticular. 


DURING 
CROSS-EXAMI- 


NATION, McClure testified that 
the main thrust of meetings 
held with the Dawson district 
after the notification of its 
failure to comply was on the 
matter of rehiring and com- 
pensating 
the 
eight 
per- 


manently dismissed teachers. 


McClure said, though, that he 


thought that at least one such 
meeting 
touched 
upon 
the 


recruitment problem. 


Corley, the district's only 


witness in the hearing, said 
later that he didn't recall any 
mention of the recruitment 
problem in recent hearings with 
HEW officials. 


Under 
cross-examination, 


Corley said that while HEW did 
not say the district's recruiting 
policies were adequate, "they 
didn't 
say 
they 
were 


inadequate." 


McClure had said during his 


testimony that he had never told 
the district its recruiting policy 
was acceptable. 


Evans gave both sides in the 


case another 50 days to prepare 
final legal findings in the case. 


Ex-Dawson teachers 
of hard times when fired

Out of work and out of luck. 
That was the picture painted 


during 
testimony 
Tuesday 


morning in the HEW hearing on 
equal opportunity violations 
within 
the 
Dawson School 


District. 


Jake Griffin, now an assistant 


football coach at Corsicana 
High, testified how he was 
dismissed during the summer of 
1965 
from the Dawson school 


district without ever being told 
why. 


Griffin said that following the 


1964-65 school year, he and 10 
other black teachers formerly 
employed at Dawson's G.W. 
Carver schoool were dismissed 
when the school was integrated 
with Dawson High. 


GRIFFIN THEN detailed his 


struggle over the next 12-15 
months 
as 
he 
tried 
un- 


successfully to find a teaching 
job 
and 
get 
by 
working 


anywhere he could. 


From the position as head 


coach and athletic director at 
Carver, Griffin went to an $85 a 
week job with an ice cream 
company in Fort Worth. 


Becoming ill and resultingly 


having 
an 
appendectomy, 


Griffin 
then 
turned 
to 


refereeing junior high football 
games, 
substitute 
teaching 


whenever possible and trying to 
sell insurance. 


In December of 1965, Griffin 


said he was able to get a $2 an 
hour job helping bricklayers, 
still substituting 
when the 


weather was too bad for con- 
struction work. 


After four and a half months 


with the bricklaying, Griffin 
was laid off and his next work 
was at a bus station as a part- 
time strike breaker at $1.60 an 
hour. 


HE THEN SECURED an 


industrial job at $1.75 an hour, 


but an accident at that plant 
resulted in a pinched nerve in 
his back. 


Griffin said that shortly after 


this he was contacted by the 
Corsicana system and hired for 
the 1966-67 school year. 


Two other teachers dismissed 


at the same time as Griffin also 
testified that they had never 
been given any reason for their 
dismissals. Miss Mamie Lewis 
Jones and Mrs. Ruth Davenport 
corroborated 
Griffin's 


assessment that there were no 
classroom evaluations during 
the last year at Carver and that 
no reason was ever presented 
for the dismissals. 


They also agreed with Griffin 


that notice of dismissal was not 
received until the summer of 
1965, 
although it is customary 


procedure for schools to take 
care of staff assignments in the 
spring. 


THE 
MATTER OF com- 


pensating or rehiring the eight 
dismissed 
teachers 
was 


discussed at length during the 
trial, with Dawson Supt. W.L. 
Corley 
saying any 
of 
the 


teachers wanting to teach in the 
Dawson system and eligible for 
job vacancies would be offered 
the positions. 


Corley said that five of the 


eight teachers have passed 
retirement age and another one 
has died but that Griffin and 
another teacher had both in- 
dicated a desire to return to 
Dawson if comparable positions 
were available. 


Corley also testified that 


paying compensation to eight 
teachers for eight years at 
$8,000 annually would reqmre 
nearly a half million dollars and 
that 
the 
district's 
annual 


operating 
budget 
is 
only 


$302,001).

Interpreting the author's interpretation 


Andy Armistead 


On Tuesday, Oct. 26, many of 


us had 
a long-awaited op- 


portunity: we heard an ex- 
cellent review of Jack Heifner's 
new 
play, "Vanities." The 


review was done in a most 
excellent manner by Dallas 
dramatist, Mrs. Mary Ann 
Smith, to a very interested and 


appreciative 
audience 
of 


members and guests of the 
Corsicana 
Friends 
of 
the 


Library. They let their en- 
joyment of the play be both seen 
and heard. 


I'm sure, however, that due to 


the nature of the play itself, 
there were some mixed reac- 


tions. Since "Vanities" is a 
period play and that of a very 
wild and mixed up period in our 
history, it had to deal with 
themes usually referred to as 
"adult". Now since I have kept 
you informed about the play, 
and I still have to read it, I want 
to give you my reactions to it 


and my own critical analysis of 
it. 


WHAT DID the author have in 


mind when he wrote the play? 
That has to be our first concern 
in reacting to it. There are three 
possibilities to be considered, 
and while I haven't 
really 


talked 
to 
Jack 
since 
he 


graduated from Corsicana High 
School, I know that he had one 
of these three in mind. 


The first is that he wanted to 


write a play in which he 
featured his own thoughts and 
ideals. Each viewer or reader 
has to have one of these three 


viewpoints also. Personally, I 
can't believe for a moment that 
the author set out to describe a 
lifestyle that he personally was 
advocating. 
"Vanities" 


presented a sex-motivated life 
style in three different periods 
in the lives of three girls. It was 
also 
a popularity-motivated 


lifestyle. Yes, I tended to 
shudder at times at what I 
heard. Then I remembered that 
there were two other viewpoints 
to be considered. 


THE SECOND viewpoint the 


author may have had in mind 
was to write a play in which he 
interpreted the activities and 


ideals prevalent in a certain 
period of time without injecting 
his own thoughts and ideals at 


all. In short, he would "tell it 
like it was." If that were his 
goal, we have to give him high 
marks for his efforts, and we 
don't have to be critical our- 
selves of the product. Certainly 
we all know that these three 
girls represented many young 
people and what they thought 
and did during the Sixties. No 
one can quarrel with his concept 
of 
the 
driving 
force 
of 


popularity prevailing then and 
now. 
Now we all pay a price for 


what we want most out of life. 
So let me remind anyone in the 
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audience at the review, and all 
who may read or see the play, 
that we don't personally have to 
endorse the lifestyle to realize 
that an author has given a 
strong interpretation of the 
period involved.

I 
tend to 


disagree 
with 
one 
local 


reviewer who said, "It is a 
powerful play, to be sure, but 
not one which pushes any 
message above the charac- 
ters." The third motive of an 
author is to interpret a period 
and also give his own reactions 
to it. Maybe Jack didn't have 
any such motivation in mind at 
all, but why title it "Vanities"? 


The first thing I thought of 


was Ecclesiastes in the Old 
Testament, and I recommend 
that you take another look at it 
soon. Over and over again 
Soloman gives his reactions to 
the major motives of people, 
such as, pleasure, 
wisdom, 


riches, 
and what was his 


reaction? "Vanity of vanities, 
saith the Preacher, vanity of 
vanities, All is vanity". 


You couldn't possibly have 


listened carefully to the review 
and gotten any other conclusion 
from the author of "Vanities" 
than what the girls had sought 
after was vanity. I saw no 
stamp of approval of their 
lifestyle or no 
satisfactions 


coming to them from indulging 
in it. Not one of them was 
happy, either the 
alcoholic 


housewife, the erotic patron of 
the arts, or the disenchanted 
idealist who had given up her 
ideals. 


So I thought it was an ex- 


cellent 
interpretation 
of a 


period in which youth had a 
hard time not going along. I also 
think the author put into his 
play, or every reader can, his 
own indictment of that lifestyle.

some people get both social 
security and SSI checks. 


Social 
security 
benefit 


payments are based on a per- 
son's average covered earnings 
over 
a 
period 
of 
years. 


Payments can be made to all 
kinds of people - young people, 
old people, poor people, and rich 
people. 


SSI payments can be made to 


people in need who are 65 or 
older and to needy, blind or 
disabled people of any age. 
Payments can be made to 
people who have little or no 
income and who don't own 
much in the way of resources- 
things that can be turned into 
cash. If a person is eligible for 
SSI, 
the 
payment 
amount 


depends primarily on other 
income he or she has and his or 
her living arrangements. 


SSI payments are paid from 


general funds of the Federal 


Government. Social 
security 


benefits are paid from the social 
security trust funds funded by 
contributions 
of 
employes, 


employers, and self-employed 
people. 


There are many other dif- 


ferences 
between 
the 
two 


programs, of course. Social 
security, for example, pays 
family benefits; payments go to 
the dependents and survivors of 
a worker. SSI payments go only 
to the needy individual who 
qualifies. 
Social 
security 


benefits are payable regardless 
of the amount of unearned in- 
come 
a 
person 
has. 
SSI 


payments maybe Umited are 
below a certain level. The 
maximum federal payment is 
$167.80 for an individual person 
and $251.80 for a couple. 


About 55 per cent of the people 


who get SSI checks also get 
social security checks. 


"When you apply for social 


security and it appears your 
benefit will be low based on low 
earnings, your eligibility for SSI 
is also checked for 
you," 


Helmer said. "Likewise, if you 
apply for SSI, your social 
security eligibility is checked."

Building back in use after 17 years

EMHOUSE — A few scat- 


tered houses, two churches and 
a combination post 
office, 


grocery store and gasoline 
station are about all that 
remain of this once thriving 
Navarro County community. 


Founded in 1906 after the 


Trinity and Brazos River Valley 
Railroad purchased right of 
way, Emhouse was soon to 
boast of more sidewalks than 
any other town its size in Texas. 


As the town grew, drug goods, 


stores, 
blacksmith 
shops, 


barber shops, cotton gins, a 
drug store and a lumber yard 
were established. The bank was 


known for its orange tree 
growing through a round hole 
cut in the floor, and citizens 
were able to keep up with local 
happenings via the telephone 
exchange or by reading the 
local newspaper. 


RESIDENTS WERE PROUD 


of the school system also, and a 
large two-story, brick structure 
was erected in 1929 after a fire 
destroyed the former three- 
story school building. The brick 
building is still standing, and 
has come to serve as a land- 
mark for the area. 


The Emhouse School District 


consolidated 
with Blooming 


Grove and Corsicana in 1959 


after the town's population had 
dwindled and businesses had 
closed. 


Blooming 
Grove 
School 


records indicate that the vote 
for consolidation was held July 
11,1959, with a total of 92 voters 
casting ballots in Blooming 
Grove 
and 
Emhouse.

Emhouse there were 32 for and 
two against consolidation, while

Grove. 


The school, once a source of 


pride for the town, was vacated 
and time began to take its toll on 
the building.

In ad- 
dition, he was a newsman for 
the "Independent" and the 
"Banner," both early Corsicana 
newspapers,"

"Also, I understand that he 


was a Masonic leader, and in

The sisters related that their 


great-great-grandfather, 
Presley Donaldson, moved with
